LEGAL RESPONSIBILITY OF PARENTHOOD 
Courts in two sections of the nation now are concerned 
with the fixing of the legal responsibilities of parenthood 
The New Orleans Item-Trlbune discusses the case oí 
John Doskey as follows: 
Responsibility often weighs heavily upon parents.

POWER POSSIBlUITKtt AT NIAGARA FAUU8 
Declaring that the ‘ real social significance of electric 
power as a mean» to lighten human 
labor and develop 
a more comfortable environment is just beginning to be 
appreciated,” the Smithsonian Institution makes public 
an interesting booklet, discussing the power resources of 
S’in gara Falls, to which Muscle Shoal# frequently 
hm 
been likened. 
The announcement that we now arc living in the elec­ 
trical age, which age Is only dawning, ha» been so thor­ 
oughly dinned into the ears of the public, that it has 
* • it r a ll y become to be accepted as the fact It really is. 
Niagara has hat! considerable advantage» over 
Muscle 
áhoais, in that it ia located in n section which hAa pro­ 
gressed far more rapidly than the South. 
Perhaps that 
statement should be amended to read that the develop- 
ra section began much enrln r, for when 
the matter of rapidity of development 1» coweidiW d, few 
sections can match the South. 
Our trouble has been that 
the development of the South was started late. 
Now 
that it is fully underway, only the future can reveal what 
the comjArntive status of the nation’s different section» 
will be fifty years hence. 
Because of the kindship, at least in the public mind, 
between Niagara and Muscle Shoals, the* study of the 
former project, given us in the booklet, is of unusual in­ 
terest and significance to North Alabamians.

mal represents ogly a small part of the totabpower cost 
to the public. 
Every water power development must ul- 
imately answer the question “Will or does it pay,” 
Samuel S. 
Wyer, 
associate 
in 
mineral technology, 
U« Sf. National Museum, describes the process of water 
oower production in a few words, declaring: “Fall water 
assesses energy. 
This may be made to do work and he 
’onverted into power. 
Work is overcoming resistance 
without regard to time; power is rate of doing work, 
hat is, doing wcrk within a specific limit of time. Water 
mwer is, therefore, the pqwer that may lie produced by 
he energy of falling water, and requires both fall and 
vatcr. This is, water without a fall dues not make power. 
The vertical fall or head which can be made to work ir 
neasured in feet. 
The volume of water that can be con­ 
certed into power is measured in cubic feet per second 
. . . abreviated-“second feet.” 
One .horsepower equals 
me second foot falling 8.8 feet at 100 per cent efficiency, 
i’o convert the energy of falling water into power, it is 
nade to a water turbine and this in turn must drive an 
dectric generator. Neither a turbine nor electee genera- 
or can be made 100 per cent efficient, and usually only 
‘bout 70 pr cent, but at Niagara Falls ulwut 85 per cent, 
if the energy of the falling water can be made available 
.or electric transmission. One horsepower is equal to 740
